AGRA — President Eisenhower 
momentarily turned his mind 
from grim problems of the 20th 
century Sunday to contemplate 
an old emperor’s memorial to his 
dead love. 


For 40 minutes, guided by 
Prime Minister Nehru, he walked 
the gardens and marble terraces 
of the Taj Mahal here on the 
holy River Jamuna. 


Then, behind a screen of hand- 
carved marble as delicate as 
white lace, he stood beside the 
sarcophagi of the old emperor 
and his dead wife while a mullah 
filled the dome with shimmering 
echoes of the Arabic cry “God Is 
Great.” 


“DREAMED OF IT” 


“IT read about this when I was 
a very little boy in Kansas and 
I have always dreamed of seeing 
it,” the President told Nehru. 
“This is one of the things I have 
looked forward to seeing as much 
as anything else on this trip.” 


“The Taj,” as Nehru calls it, 
was built in the early 1600's by 
Mogul Emperor Shah Jehan as 
a mausoleum for his wife Muntaz 
Mahal. 


Facts about such things in India 
have a vaporous quality, but 
there is a vague consensus about 
the story of the Taj Mahal.

In Rockets, 
Rome Says

ROME — The are 
working on a space ship capable 
of carrying more than one person 
after losing four astronauts, in- 
cluding a woman, in unsuccessful 
attempts to put a human into 
space, according to the Italian 

“Continentale”’ news agency. 


“Continentale” specializes in 
news from behind the Iron Cur- 
tain and has repeatedly had ex- 
clusive information, which later 
events proved to be accurate, 
from the Communist world. It 
attributed its information about 
the Russian astronauts and space 
ship to ‘“‘most reliable sources” in 
Prague. 


MADE AT LAKE ARAL 


_ All four attempts to put a man 
into space were made, according 
to “‘Continentale,” at the missile 
base of Kapustin Jar near Aralsk 
on Lake Aral. Lake Aral is an 
inland sea in Asia, about 230 
miles east of the northern ex- 
tremity of the Caspian Sea. The 
attempts were made late in 1957, 
early in 1958 and in January and 
February of this year. 


Alexei Ledowsky, ‘“‘Continen- 
tale’ said, was the first of the 
four to lose his life. He was fired 
in a rocket after the launching of 
“Sputnik II.” He had undergone 
months of special training. His 
flight was followed by means of 
instruments to a height of slightly 
less than 200 miles. At that point 
“the transmissions was abrubtly 
interrupted,”’ said “‘Continentale,”’ 
and nothing further was ever 
heard of him. 


VANISHES INTO SPACE 


The second space man who lost 
his life was Serenty Schiborin. He 
also was fired in a rocket and dis- 
appeared into space. The two fatal 
failures, said “Continentale,” 
made the Russians pause for a 
year while they studied ways of 
giving the next astronaut a great- 
er chance of survival.

2 Fleeing Convicts

WALLA WALLA, Wash. (®—Three young convicts, armed with 


crude knives and makeshift fire bombs, made a bold, 


futile attempt to break out of the Washington State Prison Sunday. 


Two were shot and critically 
wounded by Warden Bob Rhay. 
The third threw down his weapons 
and surrendered. 


A prison officer seized by the in- 
mates as they tried to force their 
way out of the main administra- 
tion building was knifed in the 
back but not seriously wounded. 


Rhay fired point blank three 
times at Gordon Miller, 19, of 
Mount ‘Vernon, Wash., as_ the 
youth held a homemade knife at 
the throat of Gorman Barnett, a 
guard, Miller slashed Barnett as 
he fell. 


The warden said. Richard D., 
Peterson, 20, of Pasco, Wash., 
came at him with upraised knife 
and was shot through the heart, 
The third convict, John J. Regan, 
21, of Skagit County, Wash., threw 
down his knife and fire bomb and 
surrendered. 


Miller and Peterson were taken 


to a downtown hospital here in 


critical condition. The shot 
through Peterson’s heart severed 


the main artery and he was. not 


expected to live.

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State Fiscal Setup 
Can Be Improved 


The staff study by the Governor's 
Commission on Econormiy and Reorgan- 
ization of the state’s financial adminis- 
tration is highly enlightening. 

While it contains no recommenda- 
tions—these will come later—it reveals 
a highly complex and archaic structure 
which would confuse even the experts 
and frustrate the average layman who 
tries to understand it. 

Take the matter of the budget. Basic 
procedures for this process are contained 
in the Budget Act of 1931. In those days 
the state’s total expenditures were neg- 
ligible and preparation and planning also 
were comparatively minor chores. 

But total state expenditures, includ- 
ing federal grants, now approach a half- 
billion dollars. Through the vears there. 
have been confusing amendments, new 
laws, statutes, rulings, interpretations and 
centralization of power over state funds 
to an extent that the governor has greater 
fiscal power than any other chief execu- 
tive in the nation. 

Still wholly responsible for the budget 
and expenditures of almost half-a-billion 
dollars are the governor as director of the 
budget and the state auditor as assistant 
director. There exists a financial commis- 
sion which has met only twice in its his- 
tory. 

Thanks to almost complete abdication 
by the General Assembly of eny control 
over finances, the budget bureau will 
spend more than 64 million dollars this 
year above that provided for in the last 
Appropriations Act passed in 1956. Spend- 
ing of surplus funds thus has become the 
province of the governor, largely because 
of the gasoline tax allocation. 


In view of today’s governmental re- 
sponsibilities, more careful preparation of 
budgets and planning long-range experi- 
ditures in line with anticipated revenues 
are in order. Whether this can be done 
with the present loose machinery is a 
matter of extreme doubt. But in the in- 
terest of taxpayers, more careful planning 
could serve as a brake on politicians with 
ambitious spending ideas and result in 
more adequate financing of essential 
needs. 

There are many other aspects of this 
report which deserve careful study by 
the Legislature and the public, especially 
those pertaining to personnel and deposits 
of state funds. It should be obvious that 
the field for improvement is vast and 
challenging.

It is heartening to note that warnings 
to President Eisenhower not to allow his 
visit to be interpreted as support of the 
Franco regime now come from within 
Spain itself. 

At the time the President announced 
he would go to Spain we regretted it and 
criticized it as unnecessary and unwise 
because the visit was to Franco and would 
seem an endorsement of him and his 
vicious totalitarianism. 

Now come the leaders of Franco’s op- 
position in a very courageous protest 
which, when the President has come and 
gone, may see them go to prison. 

The Monarchist Party, through its 
leader has said, “As Spaniards we are 
honored. But we are sorry the regime 
may be able to claim the visit as recog- 
nizing its rights.” 

The Socialist leaders said, “We hope 
that any public gesture or speeches by 
the President will be directed toward the 
people and not the government.” 

The Communists, as in Italy, Pakistan 
and India, are endorsing the visit—prob- 
ably on orders from Moscow. At any rate 
the Communist line is to approve the 
presidential visit and to refrain from any 
disorder.

Bishop Hyland’s Stand 
On Schools Appreciated 


A statement on public education by 
the Most Rev. Francis E. Hyland, bishop 
of the Roman Catholic Diocese of Atlanta, 
we believe to be one of the most eloquent 
yet made public on the subject. 

Although he hitherto had refrained 
from any statement lest it be misunder- 
stood or misinterpreted because a ma- 
jority of the children of his faith attend 
church schools, the bishop now speaks 
because he feels it is time for all those 
who believe in education and the future 
of our country to take a public position. 

He puts it well: 


“This issue will reach a crisis when the 
General Assembly of Georgia convenes next 
month. The time to speak out, therefore, has 
arrived. 

“As citizens and as taxpayers, the Catholic 
people of the Diocese of Atlanta are vitally in- 
terested in al] that pertains to the public 
schools. We desire ardently their preservation, 
their well-being, their continued progress. We 
are eager to have every child in Georgia re- 
ceive the best possible education. 

“As Christians and as Catholics, we would 
deplore most earnestly the severe handicap 
under which the children of our fellow-citi- 
zens, and some of our own children as well, 
would labor were their education to be inter- 
rupted even temporarily or curtailed or im- 
peded in any way. Although our first thought 
in this matter must be of the children who 
would be affected and of their parents, we 
would deplore with equal earnestness the in- 
evitable harm and the disrepute which would 
come to the State of Georgia through the clos- 
ing of the public schools. 

“As native or adopted sons and daughters 
of Georgia, we hope and pray that our state 
will take her stand, before the rest of the 
nation and the world, on the side of law and 
with a keen Christian sense of justice to all 
her citizens without exception.” 


We commend this statement as accu- 
rate and timely. 

It is time for all who believe in the 
processes of law and education to put 
aside prejudices, however sincerely held. 
The forces of law now in motion will not 
stop. We have Virginia and Arkansas as 
examples of what chaos and disorder will 
do. 

Is it necessary knowingly to enter a 
dead-end street and come to grief at the 
end of it?

Several of the more progressive 
counties of the state have institut- 
ed local tax equalization meas- 
ures. Others would do so if the 
state provided leadership. Others 
are waiting, fearful that if they 
equalize independently they will 
be penalized in relation to coun- 
ties who do not equalize. For ex- 
ample, they point out, the state al- 


ai 


locates school aid funds on a for- 
mula that considers total property 
tax evaluations. The formula gives 
proportionately more state aid to 
counties who have the. least re- 
sources, sort of a “‘the ‘more you 
have the less you get” idea. Con- 
sequently, some counties may be 
inclined not to upset the pres- 
ent proportion. 

However, the present propor- 
tion has no basis in common 
sense so as a result they cling to 
something that’s not good for the 
reason that it might get worse 
instead of better. 

Furthermore, the county that 
badly needs equalization within 


its own borders and is penalizing — 


itself with a crazy quilt tax struc- 
ture should not avoid solving its 
internal problem just because that 
solution might help a less fortu- 
nate county. 

Bell's knowledge of Georgia 
practical politics is sound. We've 
a better chance of gaining tax 
equalization everywhere if every 
county must go along, if — and 
that’s a big one — the Legisla- 
ture will buy the idea.

“Physical conditions on this 
planet closely approximate those 
necessary for life,” said a broad- 
cast report of research carried out 
at Pulkovo Observatory. ‘“‘The new 
data now becoming available is 
gradually forcing the opponents of 
the theory of life on Mars to with- 
draw.”’

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DALEY INTERVIEWS LOUISE SUGGS 


FEMININE CONVICTION MORE IMPORTANT THAN GOLF

NEW YORK—At the request of the publicity 
chairman for the golf tournament in Alliance, 
Ohio, Louise Suggs made the broadcast in nearby 
Cleveland. It was a notable 
propaganda contribution _ be- 
cause she has long been one of 
the star performers of the La- 
dies’ Professional Golf Assn. 
and she was pleased in her shy, 
diffident way that it had gone 
over so well. 

“Thanks for the help,”’ said 
the chairman, “I'll see you at 


the cocktail party tonight, 
won't I?” 
Louise laughed. Ordinarily 


she’s such a poker-face that she Arthur Daley 
has been labelled a distaff version of Ben Hogan. 
But a smile brings warmth and appeal to her 
pleasant, attractive features. 


“Not me,”’ she said firmly, gesturingly at her 
sweater-skirt-and-loafers outfit. “All my nice 
clothes are at the cleaners and I wouldn't be 
found dead at a party in this get-up.” 


“You'll either show up at the cocktail party,” 
was the stuffy warning, ‘‘or you won't tee off in 


the tournament tomorrow.” 
Louise’s eyes flashed. 


“I! didn’t make my reputation at a bar,” the 
Atlantan said. “I won't go.” 


She didn’t either. So she was barred from the 
tournament even though the reasoning behind 
her stand was unassailable from a feminine point 
of view. Her anger and the rankling sense of 
injustice which provoked it faded with time. At 
least she had the consolation of becoming the 
winner of the Vare Trophy with the lowest aver- 
age score of the touring women professionals, 
a record of 73.58. So she had been informed— 
unofficially. 


But Louise was seething again when encoun- 
tered in town the other day. The official desig- 
nation went to Betsy Rawls with an average of 
74 and a fraction. Missing the competition in 
Alliance—through no fault of her own but by an 
arbitrary action elsewhere—left Louise just short 
of the minimum number of tournaments. It 
wasn’t even a whole tournament short but only 
part of one. 


“This is the first time I have ever opened my 
big fat mouth on the subject,”’ she said, the fire 
fading from her eyes and her good nature bounc- 
ing through. “Let's face it. I'm not getting young- 


er and this could be my last chance to win the 


Vare Trophy. If you think the life of a touring 
professional is all glory and glamour, let me be 
the first to disillusion you. I don’t consider it 
delightful.” 


But it can be profitable for one with the com- 
petence of Louise Suggs because she has won as 
much as $17,000 in prize money in a season, plus 
income from endorsements, by-products and a 
dress business she owns. Here is a gal who has 
won everything over the years—United States 
Amateur, British Amateur and all the profes- 
sional titles there are. Nothing came easily. 


“The schedule determines how much travel- 
ling we have to do,” she said. “It will be any- 
where between 35,000 and 55,000 miles in a season. 
Sometimes on long jumps I'll fly but 2 have to 
bring along so much gear that the excess baggage 
charges can be murderous. On trips like those 
I'm often lucky if I can break even. 


‘Mostly, though, I drive and my luggage com- 
partment is packed with golf bags, summer and 
winter golf clothes, cocktail dresses—pardon me 
while I wince—and street clothes. Sometimes my 
mother will accompany me. But usually I drive 
alone and that isn’t easy or pleasant for a woman. 
I could team up with other girls, of course, but 


I can't stand gabbing females.” 


Louise was starting to sound like Ben Hogan, 
another self-sufficient and solitary figure of the 
links. Sometimes she even can shoot a round of 
golf like him as her competitive low of 66 will 
attest. The parallel also reaches into another 
strange area. She was the one who mentioned it. 


‘Ben is left-handed,” she said. ‘“‘So am I. And 
so is my father, Johnny Suggs, who once was a 
left-handed pitcher in the Southern Association. 
But he became a right-handed golf pro in At- 
lanta and I’m a right-handed swinger myself.” 


When Louise turned pro in 1948 the queen of 
the links was the now legendary Babe Didrickson 
Zaharias, the most tremendous slugger the gals 
ever had. 


“Playing against her was fun,” said Louise, 
“and she amused me because her main interest 
seemed to be hitting the ball farther than anyone 
else. Whenever we'd drive off the Babe would 
race down the fairway for the ball nearest the 
green. That’s why I got such a kick on the rare 
occasions when I'd outdrive her. 


“I'd stop at the near ball. ‘Babe,’ I'd say, 
crooking my finger, ‘you're back here. That's 
mine out front.’ The look of astonishment on her 
face was ample reward.”’

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There Must Be Physical Attraction 
In Order tor Word ‘Love’ To Apply 


By BETTY REEF 
NEW YORK (WNS)—Because 
it is generally agreed that love 
finds its most complete expres- 
sion in marriage, I went to a 
marriage counselor. 


Just before his death, I talked 
with Dr. Abraham Stone, who 
with his late wife, Dr. Hannah 
Stone, founded America’s first 
matrimonial clinic a quarter 
of a century ago. The Stones 
perhaps have explored more 
matrimonial problems than any 
other team. 


Both gynecologists, they had 
been giving lectures on the hy- 
giene of marriage. “There 
were sO many questions after- 
wards that we decided to set 
aside two evenings a week for 
people to bring their problems 
to us,”’ recalled Dr. Stone, a 
mild-mannered, good-humored 
man with a large black 
mustache. 


Early questions were mainly 
physical, but little by little, the 
happily married Stones found 
that emotional and psychologi- 
cal problems caused the chief 
difficulties. 


I asked Dr. 


love 


Stone to define 


“The term has many mean- 
ings. It refers not to a single 
emotion but to a complexity of 


feelings and motivations,” he 
replied. “As we now use the 


word love, it causes confusion. 
For example, we love mother, 
husband, child, but also ham- 
burgers and ice-cream sodas— 
certainly a very different set 
of feelings.” 


He explains further: ‘‘We may 
love some things or some per- 
sons because they give us 
pleasure, because we derive 
satisfaction from them. We say, 
for example, I love oranges, 
but if the orange could talk 
back, it might seriously ques- 
tion the quality of our affection. 
All you want, the orange might 
well say, is to. squeeze the 
sweetness out of me and then 


discard me as useless. Some- 
times we love people in the 
same fashiocn.... ”’ 


The Greeks had three dif- 
ferent words for love, in order 
to avoid confusion, Dr. Stone 
pointed out. ‘“Philei’’ referred 
to love of country, wisdom, 
honor. “‘Azapai” meant love of 
parents, friends. And ‘“Eroi’ 
referred to love between man 
and woman; whence comes our 
word erotic. 


Misbegotten concepts guide 
our hopes and _ expectations. 
These come from our culture 
and from the fact that many 
people are emotionally imma- 
ture, Dr. Stone said. 


“In infancy and _ childhood, 
love feelings are basically self- 
centered. A child wants things 
for itself, to satisfy its own 
needs, and has little feeling for 
giving or sharing. Mature love 
has a different quality: the genu- 
ine desire to share with another 
person, to share thoughts, feel- 
ings, as well as possessions. 
There is desire not just to be 
happy but to give happiness and 
satisfaction to a beloved person. 
This is the kind of love needed 
for a successful marital rela- 
tion, and this love is the basic 
element of a happy marriage.” 


And yet love alone is not 
enough. To make love endure, 
people must not only love each 
other but many things in com- 
mon. ““They should share many 
interests and experiences, many 
attitudes and values, ideas and 
ideals; they should respect each 
other’s thinking and feeling and 
be compatible in their general 
ways of life,” Dr. Stone ex- 
plained. 


“In the Western world,” he 
went on, “love between a man 
and a woman has a certain de- 
gree of the idealized and senti- 
mental about it, and hence is 
romantic. But romance is not a 
firm enough foundation for en- 
during love,”’ warned Dr. Stone. 
“The potential harm in ro- 


mance is the overemphasis on 
the illusory, the fanciful, the 
idealizations. It imbues persons 
with the false feeling that love 
is all that matters, when in 
reality other factors are even 
more vital to a lasting love 
relationship — mutual under- 
standing, mutual respect, mu- 
tual values and way of life.” 


To standard questions on love, 
Dr. Stone gave answers which 
taken all together describe this 
happy state of fulfillment: 


Q. Do we all fall in love? 


A. Yes. We all seek the satis- 
faction of basic personality 
needs, the need for attention, 
affection, sexual response, and 
when we meet someone who 
can presumably supply these, 
we “fall in love.’”’ Some people 
exhibit external signs of love 
but are not really in love be- 
cause they are so self-centered 
that they can really love only 
themselves. Some are so deep- 
ly attached to their parents that 
they can love no one else. Some 
may be immature, anxious peo- 
ple who cannot love members 
of the opposite sex. 


Q. Are we always fully aware 
of love? 


A. We cannot have a feeling 
as deep as love without know- 
ing it. We might distinguish per- 
haps between romantic infatua- 
tion and deep attachment. But 
in any case, we know quite well 
when we develop a feeling of 
love for another. 


Q. Can we be deeply in love 
more than once? 


A. Yes. Love is not neces- 
sarily eternal. When one love 
ceases or is rejected, it is quite 
possible to fall very much in 
love again. 


Q. Can we be in love with two 
people at once? 


A. Not when love is deep and 
mature Secondary  involve- 
ments occur, but these are su- 
perficial. If they are deep and 
lasting, then the love for the 


first person will corresponding- 
ly diminish and wane. 


Q. How important is sex in 
love? 


A. Without physical attrac- 
tion and sexual desire, the love 
feeling is likely to wane and 
wither. In marital love, the sex 
factor, though not paramount, 
is very important. When a man 
and woman love one another 
they will want to share physi- 
cal satisfactions. Sex becomes 
but an outer expression of an 
inner grace, which is part of 
their love. 


Q. Do we often call it love 
when it is not? 


A. Yes. Many feelings mas- 
querade as love. To some peo- 
ple it represents a childish need 
for dependency, a need to de- 


_Trive emotional sustenance from 


another person. It may repre- 
sent a desire to possess, to own, 
to dominate. It may be merely 
a compulsive urge to feel need- 
ed and wanted, or a wish to be 
mothered or fathered. 


Q. Can great platonic love ex- 
ist between a man and wom- 
an? 

A. Love implies sexual attrac- 
tion. There may be friendships, 
respect, close emotional ties, 
even deep affection, but with- 
out some physical basis, the 
term love does not apply. 


Q. Are the happiest mar- 
riages based on passionate or 
temperate love? 


A. Love can be deep, intense, 
exciting. But if by passion is 


meant love based on acute 
sexual attraction, on thrilling, 
exciting romantic infatuation. 


it is an undependable basis for 
marriage. Sexual attraction may 
wane, thrills vanish, excite- 
ments subside, and unless there 
are other viable elements in- 
volved, passionate love tends 
slowly to fade away. 


Q. Can passionate love en- 


dure for many years? 


A. Love may endure, though 
the waves of passion slowly give 
way to a more quiet sea. Deep 
and abiding love is calm and 
sweet and satisfying 

Q. What causes love to die? 

A. People can grow in love 
— or out of it. As they develop, 
their interests and desires may
